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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly added limitations raise new issues under 35 USC 112. For example, the limitation "detect[ing] 
nucleotide occurrences of SNPs in a panel of AIMs, wherein AIMs are indicative of a population structure ... and identifying the population 
structure indicated by the nucleotide occurrences of the AIMs detected in the individual" recited in amended claims 1 and 31 and the 
limitation "thereby estimating the proportional ancestry of the individual" recite in claims 39-42 which depend from claim 31 reciting 
"wherein identifying the population structure estimates proportional ancestry" renders it unclear what "population structures" are intended 
in step (a) and step (b) of the amended claims 1 and 31 . Overall, the combination of phrases proposed in the amended claims introduces 
indefiniteness and may comprise new matter. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As the amendment is not entered, applicants' 
arguments with regard to the proposed claims are not persuasive.
